Interesting Dlaoloaurea Promised 


to Connection With the 


COLUUIU UHOIIL BUI FAILURE. 


The Skyward Exploits of • Hootier 


Banker in Chicago—Scorn of Coun- 


try Banks Go Down with th* 


Columbia National. 


CHICAGO, May IS.—Interesting flu- 


closures are promised in connection 
with the investigation into the Colum- 
bia national bank failure. • The direc- 
tors held a meeting yesterday to dis- 
cuss the practicability of resuming, but 
the result of their deliberations was 
not given out. The affairs of the bank 
are in such a thorough mix thatitis not 
known just how matters stand. Zimrl 
Dwiggins, president of the Columbia 
bank, waa a 
banker 
in Attica, 


Ind , ten or twelve years ago, and at 
that tune established close relations 
with C. W. Wiggs and J. M. Starbuck, 
who were running a system of bucket- 
shops under the name of Wiley, Straw- 
bridge & Co They determined to start 
a bank, and organized the United 
States national bank with a capital 
of 130,000. The bucket-shop business 
was subsequently broken up under the 
bucket-shop law, the bank being left 
in Dwiggins' control, while Wigga went 
to New Mexico. 


The stock of the United States bank 


wasBwelled to (500,000, and Wiggs, who 
had discovered an alleged gtlt-«dgo 
mine Grew WOO.OOO to pay for it. The 
mine was to be sold to English inves- 
tors The mine was a "dead horse" 
and never panned out Nothing daunted 
by the failure of the New Mexican 
scheme, Dwigfrius and Starbuck un- 
dertook 
the

banks. 
It 
Is 


not known how many were then 
organized, but after the Columbia was 
established they went at it with vim 
and their connections are now more 
extensive than before. 
The scheme 


was to visit some well-known and well- 
to-do farmer in a town and secure his 
services as cashier of a branch, the 
farmer taking a large block of stock. 
The money was advanced by the Colum- 


ia and some one put in control who 
vas in sympathy with their interests, 
'he country bank stock thus acquired 
vas either used as collateral for loans 
y the Columbia national or bought 
utright. As the money sent out into 
le country soon came back to the re- 
erve center the bank was not out of 
ash long and practically no capital 
was required in the promotion business. 


The Columbia, however, finally got 
oaded up with country bank stock for 
which it had no special use, and then 


was determined, it is said, to organ- 


za a company to take this stock, issue 
ebenture bonds on them and sell the 
onds.

MADRID, May 18.— The counter-mo- 


tion of the republicans in the cortec 
against leaving the government free- 
handed in the matter of municipal elec- 
tions was rejected shortly after 8 
o'clock by a vote of 129 to 31. The re- 
publican deputies retired for a few 
minutes to the lobbies to confer, leav- 
ing but two men to watch the govern- 
ment Almost immediately after their 
departure the men on watch summoned 
them back in all haste. It was too 
late, however; the original bill post- 
poning the election had already been 
rushed through the house by the min- 
isters. 


The republican members at once 


withdrew from the building. As they 
appeared in a body in the street they 
were cheered repeatedly by the thick- 
ening crowd. The news spread like 
magic, and before the deputies reached 
the Republican club thousands were 
marching 
behind 
them 
shouting: 


"Long live the republic!" 


The balconies near the Republican 


club were thronged with men and 
women, who answered the cheers of 
those below as the deputies passed. 


The club waa filled with representa- 


tive republicans, who at once gathered 
In conference to decide upon their fu- 
ture line of action. Meantime some 
10,000 men and women had assembled 
some 000 yards from the parliamentary 
building, and were cheering for tho 
republic. The police ordered them to 
disperss. They refused to da so. The 
police charged and were 
repulsed. 


Three companies of reinforcements 
were summoned. 
All charged with 


drawn sabers, divided the mob and 
scattered the groups through side 
streets. 


At 8:18 when the cortez adjourned 


most of the people had been driven off 
and the ministerialists were in no dan- 
ger of being molested. 


At 11:80 o'clock the streets near the 


middle of the city are still crowded. 
The Republican club is surrounded by 
thousands of cheering men and women. 
The republic an deputies are said to 
contemplate resigning in a body from 
the cortez. 


The government is taking all pre- 


cautions to protect the public build- 
Ings. The courtyard of the home office 
Is filled with mounted gendarmes. The 
other offices have been similarly gar- 
risoned. The government is taking 
steps to prevent the publication of re- 
publican manifestoes in this city. Or- 
ders have been sent to the authorities 
of all towns in the provinces to pre- 
vent the publication and circulation of 
republican appeals to the people. 
Dr. Chumon Tellm > Different Story 
About tho Revolution In Nicaragua. 
WASBisaTOH, May 18. — According to 


information received by Minister Guz- 
man a big battle will probabl/ take 
place betwec*n the opposing forces in 
his perturbed country. Dr. Guzman's 
information leads him to believe that 
the battle will be decisive. He says 
news of it may be expected within for- 
ty-«ight hours. 


Dr. Guzman called at the state de- 


partment yesterday morning to inquire 
if any additional news had been re- 
ceived from Nicaragua. 
It now ap- 


pears that he did not see Secretary 
Gresham, who bad gone to the cabinet 
meeting, but so for as he was able to 
ascertain nothing further of an official 
character concerning the revolution 
had come to the department. 


Dr. Guzman said he had just re- 


ceived a dispatch from a friend dated 
at San Juan del Sur, in which affairs 
were represented as directly opposite 
to the way they were pictured in the 
message received by Secretary Qresham 
Thursday from Mr. Newall, the consul 
at Managua. So far from the govern- 
ment troops being demoralized, this 
dispatch represents that the array of 
the government was in good order and 
would meet the revolutionary forces 
yesterday in a battle for supremacy. 


Dr Guzman has also received a dis- 


patch from the president of the Central 
and South American Cable Co. In New 
York, stating that tho revolutionists 
are not victorious.

In>UJTApou«, Ind., Hay U.—The 


afternoon work of the Y. H. O. A. con- 
vention yesterday was split up Into 
eight different conferences, and mem- 
wra either selected the one in which 
ihey were most interested or flitUd 
from one to another. They were held 
in different churches. 


At the First Presbyterian church was 


leld the conference of physical direc- 
tor*. Oeorge T. Coxhead, of St. Lonis, 
waa made chairman, and William Ball, 
of Montreal, sectary. 


A paper by J. C. Bllaon, physical di* 


rector of the Minneapolis association, 
was read, in his absence, by Mr. Study, 
Of Detroit. The writer favored rivalry 
between different associations in con- 
teat* happening not oftener than twice 
a year. The work done should be of 
the all-around style and In ttarn work 
so as to avoid Individuality. 
A strict 


system of sooriug was advised. The 
writer said co-operation between asso- 
ciations could be secured: (1) By 
meets at specific times; (9) by discour- 
aging Individualism and emphasizing 
class and team work; (3) by the adop- 
tion of a universal in-door pentathlon; 
» by a uniform system of scoring; 
[5) by the employment of disinterested 
Judges; (6) by basket-ball leagues; (T) 
by the formation of state gymnastic 
league* and awarding no prizes except 
* banner to the victorious association. 


Th« association declared In favor of 


the state committee appointing a sub- 
committee, subject to itself, to have 
charge of this work. 


The college "fellows," to u« an as- 


sociation term, met at the Meridian- 
street M. £. church, with a large at- 
tendance. J. B. Mott, college secre- 
tary, was made chairman. Walter M. 
Wood, of Indiana university, read a 
japer on the "Policy of the College As- 
lociations." 


General Secretary Bedawolf, of the 


Princeton association, led the meeting 
In a review of the recent spiritual 
awakening at Princeton, and its meth- 
ods and causes. It was due to a private 
meeting of two or three consecrated 
young men for prayer, growing until it 
was too large for the hall, and was held 
daily with daily conversions. 


L. D. Wlshard addressed the meeting 


upon the importance of prayer and 
personal work. 


A paper was read by W. B. Salmon, 


president of Yale Y. M. C. A , upon 
'The Success in Creating an Interest In 
Bible Study." He°declares it was due 
to the fact that they were made occa- 
sions uf spiritual inquiry and that they 
were led by students. Be ascribed 
previous taUnres to the fact that they 
were led by the college professors and 
were literary and critical rather than 
inlritual, and partook really of the 
form of lectures lasting an hour. 


The railroad conference, held at the 


Association hall, was addressed by K. 
S. Stacy, state secretary of Indiana. 
He said the association must know no 
claaa, and yet must reach every class, 
[n the twenty-one yean of railroad as-

The needs, 
U said, are education of railroad men 
:n association work; personal religions 
work among them, and a competent 
secretary. The discussion brought out

resolution adopted appeared as above 
published, instead of the form In which 
he claimed it was, and in addition to this 
the report of the proceedings of the 
leagne relative to tbe resolution, showed 
that the resolution proposing to commit 
the league to woman'* suffrage was 
defeated by a vote of .176 
to 185. 


The 
report aa it appeared in the 


Qlobe-Democrat is aa follows: 


About the only resolution whioh OBOE 


ed serious objections was that referring 
to woman enirage. It was reported ad- 
versely by the eab-oommittee of the 
Committee ot 
Keeolations 
to 
the 


whole oommittee. 
It came up in the 


snb'Oommittee early last evening, and it 
was near i o'clock this morning before a 
decision was reached. 


Mn. Foster, President of tbe Woman's 


Kepnblioan Association, occupied a seat 
on tbe platform and when this issue name 
op ahe showed the most intense interest 
in the result. The resolution was put 
to a vote, but the yeas and naye were so 
equally divided that a rising- vote was 
called for, and, in foot, was necessary. 
The remit of the vote was 375 yeas and 
185 nays. 


The committee refused to report a rec- 


olntion declaring in favor of woman 
saffnge, and reported the one whioh ap- 
pears above and which the convention 
adopted. 
|8o instead of declaring in favor ot 
woman suffrage, as the Review inter- 
viewer represented the league convention 
as having done, they simply recommend- 
ed woman's anftrage as a proper question 
for careful thought and consideration as 
a matter ot education. 


Tb» gronmls on which the committee 


on resolutions, and subsequently the 
loagne itself, refused to adopt a resolu- 
tion m favor of woman suffrage, is that 
the constitution of the league provides 
that it ehall in no case attempt to com- 
mit UM Republican party to any new 
isane, an that is alone within the province 
of tbe parly ite«lf in Nation*! convention 
assembled. The league does not asanme 
to represent the Republican party as a 
whole. It specially declares that it rep- 
represents the clubs alone and intro- 
duce* its resolutions in tbat sense as 
follows: 


We, the representatives of the Repub- 


lican League Glo.be ot the United States 
in National Convention assembled, reaf- 
firm oar belief in and devotion to the 
principles ot tbe Rapnblioan party as 
enunciated by the National Republican 
Convention in 1892. 


These are facts wbioh canoot be dis- 


puted and the interviews published in

SPEAKING ot railroad profits and losses 


tlte St. Louis Globe-Democrat says: 


It is a singular fact that there » most 


popular hostility to railroads m iteteli 
wb«»tB«y are least profitable. In Texas, 
tor example, less than 1 per oent of the 
railroad stock yields a dividend. The 
paying stock in tbe Pacific states w only 
Ifiii per cent, and it u only 27 per oent 
in Colorado, TCaTiMff, UisaoQri and Ar- 
kansas. It baa repeatedly happened that 
the aggregate mileage of these states 
has been operated in a given year at a 
net loss of •5,000,000 to *8,000,000. In 
one year of exceptionally heavy traffic 
fifty-one thousand miles ot railroad 
in the west, representing a capital 
•took 
of 
»J,309,000,000, paid 
only 


$594,«3, or lesn than one-twenty-filth of 
1 per oent. Tbe number of road* m the 
hands of receivers is an emphatic indica- 
tion of the precarious nature ot the busi- 
ness, and the close margin upon which it 
is conducted. It is easy to say tbat 
many roads are capitalized far beyond 
their real value, and that they can- not 
beexpeoted to earn dividends on copi- 
ously watered stock; but this still leaves 
tbe fact to be thought about that many 
roads do not make their running ex- 
penses and interest on the money in- 
vested in their equipment alone. The 
average farmer derives a larger profit 
from his property than the average 
owner ot railroad stock. This is the ev- 
idence ot the official statistics, and it 
cannot be pat aside bv loose denuncia- 
tion of monopolies. It is desirable, of 
course, to have proper res'notions placed 
apoo railroad corporations in tbe inter- 
est of the people who have granted 
them the privilege that they enjoy, and 
who are at their mercy so far as • certain 
important service is concerned; bat it is 
also well to have a true nndeistandmg 
ot their profits and losses, and to deal 
with them honestly and judiciously. 


IT is a mistake to suppose, as some of 


our people do, that tbe superintendent 
ot the water works plant is a city officer. 
He IB in no sense an officer under the 
ordinances. He is not sworn and gives 
no bond and is under tbe control of the 
water works oommittee and council, sub- 
ject to no other rules than an ordinary 
employe of the city, and baa been in that 
relation for twenty years. An effort was 
at one time made to make the position 
•n official one by ordinance, but it failed.

A revolution has been in progress in 


Nteangna for several weeks, and tbe 
present indications are ti at it will be 
successful. These revolutions an com- 
mon in Central and Sooth America, and, 
as a rale, for tha| reason, occasion little 
concern among onr people. But the 
present Nwangnan revolution is likely 
to command more attention than nsusl. 
The Nioaragnan minister, Senator Qoz- 
maa, at Waahington, alleges that the 
revolution waa principally instigated by 
resident* of New York who have large 
capital and were financially interested in 
the affairs ot Nicaragua. This allega- 
tion hai created some excitement in dip- 
lomatic circles, aa such an interference 
on the (tart of New Toik capitalists 
might involve this oonntry in serious 
oompHostions with other countries whose 
intenete might b* affected by the revo- 
lution. Warner Miller, president of the 
Nioangua Canal eoinpany, has promptly 
•toted that his company has been egre- 
ts! not to interfere with the affaiis ot 
Nicaragua, which ia probably true, as 
the affair of which he is the head seeks 
only to bnild a ship oanal aerom that 
country to tbe I'aoiflo ocean for traffic 
purposes and otmld ban no ibtemt tn 
th* flnanoial affaire ot that oonntry, so 
la** at least *a the oanal is in the eon- 
atnntiou stage.
